This 
specially applies to night time, -\nd 
l.ence poachers Invariably use white 
ferrets. Gamekeepers who know their 
business prefer ferrets taken from 
poachers to any others. The poacher 
carefully seleets his ferrets, and from 
the nature of his trade he cannot afford 
t<i work bad ones.
